The most popular style of ramps seems to be those on the small 
size. These are perfect for jamming and picking up new moves, The 
size cuts down on injuries, costs less, is easier to build, and is 
less likely to create trouble. There exists other skating apart 
from that of the vertical kind. Hills are in abundance for speed¬ 
skating runs. Suburbia provides infinite opportunities for street¬ 
skating-schools, malls, warehouses, swimming pools, on and on. 

Not to be forgotten is nearby New York City which is a street skatin 
smorgasbord. 

New Jersey has a formidable team of thrashers. Cherry Hill 
produced most of them, or at least gave thaen the right start. 

Steve Herring and Jimmy Murphy, sponsored by Walker and Zor- 
lac, respectively, went from Cherry to the Fort Monmouth halfpipe, 
S.I.P., to the Wall/3elmar half. 

Tom Groholski, of New 3runswick, had his fiberrider little 
walls, now owns a mongo plexiglass half. He is sponsored by 
Madrid. 

Bricktovn's Jeff Jones formerly used a double half in the 
shape of a "X", but now grinds a fiberglass half; his equipment 
comes from Yariflex. 

All these shredders hit every ramp they could find, and then 
some, visiting Kona, and California, too. With the rise in the pop¬ 
ularity of skating and the funds from sponsers this is sure to con¬ 
tinue, with Jerseyites hitting spots farther and farther from home. 

Things are happening here, I hop that they do not stop. And 
they won’t if the attitude is right: do it for yourself, don’t be 
a poser. The ramps are here, the shops and equipment are here, the 
acceptance is here. I am sure that the contests and mags will be 
here too. Yes Jersey is looking good, I think that I am going to 
go out and skate. —- 
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
